GM-Union Parley Progresses; Sit-Down Wave Sweeps Detroit; 
UAW to Demand Sole Bargaining Rights at Chrysler; Output 
Jumps to 91,950, Highest This Year; Feb. Production Betters °36 


Conferences between General Motors offic- 
ials and leaders of the United Automobile 
Workers Union continued this week. GM’s 
vice-president, C. E. Wilson, was spokes- 
man for the corporation’s negotiators and 
Ed. Hall, second UAW vice-president was spokesman for 
the union. Seniority rules slowed the negotiations Mon- 
day, with the union asking for strict seniority and GM 
wanting the workers’ dependents and efficiency the major 
factors in deciding whether he should hold his job in 
slack seasons. Apparently the conferences are progress- 
ing satisfactorily, although no statements have been made 
and: the corporation has announced it will make none 
until the series of meetings is concluded. Both the cor- 
poration and union representatives declare progress has 
been made.

While sit-down strikes spread over Detroit 
like a rash, with bakeries and cigar 
makers practically the sole victims, a 
double-play sit-down broke out at the Fry 
Products Co., manufacturers of seat covers 
for automobiles. When employes refused to leave the 
plant, Walter L. Fry, president, stocked up on food and 
declared he would stage a sit-down of his own. Following 
a conference, the strike was settled at midnight Monday 
and the plant is to resume work Thursday. A. R. Glancy, 
a former GM executive, was voluntary mediator. Terms 
were not announced. Sit-down tactics reverted to ®m- 
ployers Monday when several plants in the Detroit area 
forestalled anticipated strikes by closing their doors. 
Included in the group was the Michigan Steel Castings 
Co., makers of castings for GM. A reported sit-down of 
300 workers at Briggs Monday was neither denied or con- 
firmed by the company, but employes declared a com- 
mittee has conferred with Briggs officials three times 
but that no progress was made. The scene at Anderson, 
Ind., was quiet as Homer Martin, UAW president, arrived 
to address a mass meeting of workers there. Only a few 
guards patrolled the area and the period of martial law, 
in force since Feb. 13 as a result of union and non-union 
riots, was definitely near an end.

Meanwhile the UAW, through Richard 
Frankensteen, organization director, an- 
nounced the union would ask for a closed 
shop at Chrysler Corp., with recognition 
as sole bargaining agency for all em- 
ployes the next objective of the union. The statement 
was made at a huge rally of union workers at the fair 
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grounds here. Before the meeting, anti-union forces are 
alleged to have spread tear-gas through the ventilating 
system. Although a near-riot broke out there were no 
serious injuries and the meeting proceeded with a some- 
what dampened celebration of “recent victories.” The de- 
mand will be made to Chrysler Wednesday.

Production of cars and trucks for the 
week ending Feb. 27 set a new high 
for the year with an estimated total 
of 91,950 units, up sharply over the 
revised estimate of 81,282 for the week 
ended Feb. 20. With the resumption of production in all 
General Motors plants, which began last week, it is ex- 
pected the industry will near its output peak next week 
when GM plants are in full swing. While all divisions of 
the corporation are turning out cars this -week, it is 
expected that it will be another week before any of them 
are at peak operation. Last week’s operations, which 
began Wednesday or Thursday, added an unscheduled 
10,000 units to the earlier estimate. The preliminary 
estimate for the week ended Feb. 20 was 70,980 units, but 
with GM in the picture for two or three days, although 
not at full speed by any means, about 10,000 units were 
added and are included in the revision appearing in the 
production table today. Top producer for the week con-

On the basis of reports from 28 
states for January, ADN has revised 
its passenger car registration esti- 
mate for the month to 282,000 units, 
down slightly from last week’s esti- 
mate of 284,000. It was pointed out last week that re- 
visions would probably be in order as more representa- 
tive states reported. The 28 states reported to date total 
144,129 compared with 110,266 for the same period in 1936. 
Last year these 28 states accounted for roughly 50 per 
cent of the month’s total. Should this ratio hold true, the 
January, 1937, figure should fall somewhere around 
282,000. January, 1936, totaled 215,782. As reported last 
week it is very likely that flood and strike tie-ups will 
not show until the February returns begin coming in. At 
that time it appears there will be a noticeable drop.

The healthy 
sales picture—reflected in production rates—is not con- 
fined to major producers, but is evidenced throughout the 
entire list of manufacturers. With but one or two ex- 
ceptions, the independents are showing sales increases 
comparable with the volume producers, all of which would 
indicate a good market ahead and one that could very 
easily put 1937 at the top from a sales and production 
standpoint.
